tetters Arc Now Only Opened in Order 


That They Ulny be Returned. 


In tho early years of the present cen- 


tury, among tho numerous departments 
nt the gocoral postoffico was ono that 
was sot apart for tho special purpose of 
opening letters which, in tho opinion o£ 
the authorities, might possibly contain 
treasonable correspondence,or other infor- 
mation useful to the government. 


In appearance this office was a low 


windowless apartment, lighted by pis, 
nud was approachable, only by a secret 
staircase. 
Horo tho official breaker of 


seals carried on his business. 
A bag coa 


taiuing the particular letters which wero 
to bo opened was carried up to his room, 
together with several other bugs ot ordi- 
nary letters, in oidor that no prying offic- 
ial inight suspect the nature of tho busi- 
ness. 
Tho letters which woro wanted 


wore quickly selected, and tho official 
whose duty it was to open them first of 
all carefully scrutinized tho seal. 
In 


those days gummed envelopes wero un- 
known, and scaling wax was universally 
employed. 
If the letter bore a particular 


seal, a cast of tho impression was made 
in plaster of paris, so that the sral could 
bo reproduced. 
Tho next step was to 


open tho letter, anil this was accomplished 
in tho followiug'mannor: A pieceof clay 
pipe wns niiuJo red li.it and tho wax on 
tho letter qtickily molted by blowing a 
hot blast through the pipe on to tho seal. 
Tho envelope wns then carefully opened, 
.1 copy was made of tho letter, after which 
it was replaced and tho letter forwarded 
to its destination. 


Happily, sinco 1S41, tbU despicable 


practice "has been 
discontinued, 
nnd 


although by law the secretary ot stntc, 
even at tho present dny, undcrccrtain cir- 
cumstances hns the power to grant a war- 
runt for this purpose, it would, doubtless 
only bo in an extreme caso Unit this 
means of obtaining Information would be 
resorted to. 


At tho present day tho postoffico author- 


ities opened letters for different reasons 
than those givun above. 
In their estab- 


lishment nt St. Mnrtiu's-lo Grnuri thcro 
is ho secret chamber for tho oponiug of 
letters, nor a salaried official whoso duty 
it is to counterfeit seals and read private 
corruspondcnco. 
Still, private letters lire 


open by tho postoffico every dny, but 
only nt 't-ho dead letter office. 


From this department of the postoflicc 


over !i,000,000 of letters aro returned to 
thoir writers every year. 
Thrco-qiinrtor> 


uf those, so wo nro informed, aro uunblod 
to bo delivered on account of boaring in- 
correct addresses, while absent-minded- 
ness, or rather carelessness, causes several 
thousands of let-tors to bo posted annually 
without any address on the envelope at 
all.—TId-Bi'ts.

Euda Another Hand JoTj. 


Thera remains not a doubt about tho 


successful operation of* machines for 
setting out plants like cabbage, tobacco, 
tomato and all similar growths. Those 
transplanters aro adapted to Cold work 
and require a loam, driver and two 
droppers, besides some help to pull the 
plants, writes a tobacco grower who 
lias tried one to Rural Now Yorker. 
Ho • says: Tho transplanter is coming 
into general use among tho tobacco 
growers. 
A grower that raises two 


acres thinks ho can afford to buy ouo. 


Tho reason -why a small grower likes 


to own a machine is that ho can set his 
plants whenever they aro ready. 
The 


practice is to transplant afternoons in 
very hot weather, but in cloudy, cool 
weather it doesn't make much differ- 
ence. 
Somo experts claim that they 


havo sat four acroa a day, but two acres 
or perhaps 2>< acres eot 3 feet ceo 
way aud 18 inches tho other seorn to 
bo enough for tho droppers. 
This 


would require 35,000 to 20,000 plants. 
Tho transplanter has an attachment 
that calls for the plants at tho distance 
required, but tbo droppers need consid- 
erable experience to obey it at the par- 
ticular time. 


The farmer quoted planted two acres 


of potatoes with his machine iu drills 
eight inches apart. 
It took about eight 


hours. Ordinarily every plant will live. 
Tho exceptions aro when there is a de- 
pression in the ground, such, as a dead 


| furrow or a stono, sod or similar ob- 
! struction. Thero is a water tank to every 
! transplanter. 
He runs a, continuous 


j stream and hns had tobacco plants live 
1 that lay on tho ground with scarcely 
! any earth ou tho roots. 
Ho Buys that, 


; with good droppers tcbncco plants will 


livo better during an ordinary season 
Ihan phr.its set Ly hands after a rain, 
ilost farmers who own transplanters get 
their plants ready iu tbo forenoon and 
snt them in the afternoon, which makes 
a great difference in tho plants living.

Cut FoiUlcr For Stock. . 


Professor Plumb of tbo Indiana sta- 


tion tells that they prefer to focd cut 
fodder, whether hay or corn. Tho most 
economical and satisfactory ration when 
fodder is scarce ho has found to be a 
mixture of practically one part eacii of 
cornstalks, oat .straw and clover hay. 
Jivevythiny was oaten reasonably clean, 
and t,lio cows never went through the 
winter iu better shape. Ho says: 


As wo could buy oat straw for from 


ifR to §-l per t'jn, and no cornstalks were 
in the market, and clover and timothy 
mixed wero away up in price, tho oat 
straw brought down tho general cost 
and at tho same timo furnished iu itself 
a fairly nutritions rough food. Wo can- 
not lay too ir.-jcli stress on tho value wo 
set on corn fodder, cither dry, green or 
as ensilage. 
VTc keep feeding it nearly 


tbo whola year round. I believe no fod 
dor ;,'ivc3 better iiiflucnco on tho quality 
of but tor than well cured corn fitovcr.' 
In tbo winter wo feed in tho manger 
and not, usamle, iu pasture. While our 
fodder corn is run through a cutting 
machine, where well cured, I believe 
that shredded fonder may bo fed moro 
economically, as thoro aro no hard butt 
pieces left in tho mangers. 


A Gond V/ord For tlio Mule. 


It is tho popular belief that n mulo is 


very stupid as coir,pared with tlio hor?e, 
but Professor BtOialer writes as follows 
iu Scribner's: I have never found a per- 
son v.'ho was well acquainted with both 
animals who hesitated to placo tho mon- 
grel in tho intellectual grade abovo tho 
puro blooded animal. Thcro is, it is 
true, a decided difference in the mental 
qualities ol: the two creatures. The mulo 
is relatively undemonstrative, bis emo- 
tions being sufficiently expressed by an 
occasional bray, a mcdo of utterance 
which he has inherited from the hum- 
bler side of his house in a singularly 
unchanged way. 
Even in tho best hu- 


mor ho appears snllun and lacks those 
playful capers which give such expres- 
sion to tho well bred horse, particularly 
in its youthful state. 


It is evident, however, that it dis- 


criminates men and things more clearly 
than does the horse. In going over diffi- 
cult ground it studies its surface and 
picks it way so :is to secure a footing in 
an almost infallible manner. Even when 
loaded with a pack it will consider the 
encumbrance and not so often try to 
pass where the burden will become en- 
tangled with fixed objects.

CUT FODDER. 


An Illinois farmer1* Experlcr.co With n 


Corn Iluskcr ucil Foililcr Shredder. 
Tho following experience is related 


ny an Illinois farmer in a lot-tor to 
American Agriculturist: 


About a year ago a neighbor aud niy- 


self secured a corn huiiker and fodder 
slirodder. This machine was sot so that 
tho fodder could bo elevated to tho hay- 
mow of a barn. Fodder was hauled from 
tbo field ou low wheeled wagons, run 
through tho husker and tho shredded 
material stored in one bent of ray barn. 
The carrier being 23 feat long ono man 
was able to place tho fodrlcr r.s it came 
from tlio machine. 
A groat amount 


can bo stored in a small space. Last sea- 
son I put'Sia shocks J2 hills square in 
ftBoctiou of my mow 20 feet wide, IS 
feet long and 8 fcot to where the roof 
touched !'ho sido of tho t>,i;ii. 


Low wheeled wagons aro n groat ad- 


vantago in hauling. Wo rigged them up 
ourselves. One is made from a sot of 
binder (-rucks coupled EO it will bo ]3 
feet long. 
The other two consist cf old 


wagons, 'tho wheels of which wore re- 
placed by low ones. 0:i these vre built 
racks -without bows. 
J?ivo to eight 


shockn nre.liatiled at n load. Tlio fodder 


is fed to the machino much as wheat or 
oats. Wo begin this work when tho ears 
are dry enough to crib. No. attention is 
paid to dry weather, for by proper .han- 
dling and little tramping on the load 
only a fsw blades are lost. 
At tho roa- 


chino all loose fodder is carefully cleaned 
up. A rope running' from front end of 
rack to rear keeps tho load iu place 
when tho wagon is in motion. 


Last winter 20 acres of good corn 


cared for in this way furnished sufficient 
roughness for wintering 20 head of cows 
and horses. 
Nothing is wasted. Of 


course the pithy wood parts of the stalk 
aro not eaten, but this makes excellent 
bedding and absorbs liquid manure. We 
cut fodder for our neighbors at tbo rate 
of 5 cents per husked bushel, whicii is 
equivalent to $2 or $2.50 per acre. 
Many thrashers now havo machines, and 
a goodly number of farmers in tho vicin- 
ity are having their feed prepared in 
this way. 
This enables them to sell 


much of their straw and hay. This 
shredded fodder also sells for $7.50 per 
ton. 
Somo farmers intend to bale and 


ship it. 


Dressing Poultry .For Market, 


Iii reply to a western correspondent 


tha Iowa Homestead submitted tho fol- 
lowing method of dressing and shipping 
for market: Keep the birds without 
food for 34 hours previous to killing. 
Kill by bleeding in tho mouth. Haug by 
tbo feet until properly bled. Leavoheap 
and feet on, and do not remove intes- 
tines or crop. Scalded chickens sell best 
to homo trado and dry picked best to 
shippers, so that either manner of dress- 
ing will do, if properly done. For scald- • 
ed chickens tho water should bo as near 
tho boiling point ns possible without 
'boiling. Pick tho legs dry before scald- 
ing. Hold by i.-10 legs and head and im- 
merse and lift up and down three times. 
If tho head is immersed, it turns tha 
color of tha comb and gives tho oyes a 
sunken appearance, which leads buyers 
to think tho fowl has been sick. 


Tiio feathers and piufeathors should 


then bo removed immediately, very 
cleanly and without breaking the skin. 
Thou "plump" by dippiug ten seconds 
in water nearly or cuito boiling hot and 
then immediately into cold water. Hang 
in ;i cool ph'.oa until the animal beat is 
entirely out. To dry pick chickens prop- 
erly tho work slinuld bo done while tha 
chi'.ikens aro bleeding. Do net wait and 
let tlio bodies get cold. 
Dry picking is 


much moro easily done while the bodies 
avo warm. Bo careful and do not break 
and tear tho skin. In dressing turkeys 
observe tho same instructions as aro giv- 
en for preparing chickens, but always 
dry pick. 
Dressed tnrkcys, when dry 


picked, always sell best and command 
better prices tbaii scalded ones. 


Cold Frame* and Greenhouses. 


Plants that aro being wintered in 


cold frames must be kept at a standstill 
until spring. On warm sunny dayssorao 
ventilation may be necessary to prevent 
tlio plants from _starting into life. A 
littlo airing in winter, however, will 
usually so a gvoat way. 
Ono way to 


gain ventilation is by raising tbo head 
of the sashes just a trifle aud placing lit- 
tlu blocks of wood under them, thus 
holding them up at that end ouly two 
or thivo inehes abovo tho frame. 


Available spaco in tho greenhovjso 


may bo profitably filled with letfcoo, 
parsley and the like. On dark days evap- 
oration is slow and comparatively littlo 
water is needed. Keep ;i look out for 
tho eroou 
fly.

A Grnwlnc JTcolInc In Favor or Silver. 


Various AothorltUm on ITlflcal Sol«a<!«.

WASHINGTON, Jan. M.— If it woro not 


such n very serious matter for tho people, 
tho congressional situation nt this time 
would rouso tlio weeping philosopher to 
sardonic laughter.

hnvo boon trying oil sorts of experiments 
In flnnnco, nncl many of tho wildest htrro 
proved apparent successes bccnuso tho rap- 
id growth of tho country saved us from 
tho natural. consequences of our folly. 
Tho result has boon to create a foolish 
confidence In some and extreme timidity 
In others, with o. general uncertainty and 
ninny diversities of opinion which are rep- 
resented in congress. In the.dominant 
party there are no .loss than nine factions,. 
ranging from Mr." Sporry of Connecticut, 
with his swooping bill for retiring all gov- 
ernment paper money, to Mr. Bland; from 
Hard Mouoy Patterson to Soft Money Mo- 
Laurlu.

•would bu a very dangerous precedent. Mr. 
tjannon says: "Tho Democrats tried it In 
Hnyos1 time, wont just far enough to 
rouse an^cr aud then backed down. If wo

should not exceed $1 par capita of the 
state's population at tho last census. 


Mr. TcrryV 1'Ian. 


"My plan," said Mr. Terry In tnocourse 


of a lengthy talk, "gets rid of all the su- 
perficial objections to the Increased use of 
silver. There is really nothing In niost of 
them, and the main ones nullify each oth- 
er, but superficially and as presented to 
tho people they have n certain force. 
Un- 


der my plan tho silver Ulngs would not 
get tho benefit of free coinage, nor would 
the increase bo rapid enough to disturb 
existing contracts, It would supply moro 
money just about ns fast as needed and, In 
my opinion, would In time bring tho two 
metals to a parity. While tho process was 
going on the people of cuch state or terri- 
tory would got tho benefit of tho differ- 
onoo between bullion and coin.

still. If tho goldbug states disproved of 
tho system they need not go Into It. Only 
tho states In favor of silver would then 
have It coined on account, and Uiu gold- 
bug states could cut down tho Increase 
one-half, if they liked. 1 have no doubt, 
however, that Now York and Massachu- 
setts would take tho seigniorage just us 
promptly ns Texas and Colorado." 


The genial Mr. Stullings of Alabama 


also 1ms a plan which ho thus sots forth 
In conversation, for he has not thought it 
worth while to put It in tliu form of a bill: 
"I start with tho proposition that the na- 
tional banking system is tho best this 
country ever had, aud though u bolter 
might bo devised It would bo impossililt 
to get it adapM'd. 
VurMiormorc, tho re- 


fitrlctlcin of tlio issue to 00 per cent of tht 
bonds as well as the security deposit liavf 
long been unnecessary, for the bonds MS 
Wii'th more than tluiir face, and I can 
hardly conceive of a condition In tho fu- 
ture when they could not bo immodiatelj 
sold to redeem the notes of any failed 
bank.

CiuC.\CO,Jnn.]5.—It has been said that 


the life of the modern soldiur has lost ita 
romance, and that even war hns been de- 
prived of its attractive features In thosa 
prosaic and cold matter of fact days. Gen- 
erally speaking, this may bo true of tho 
regular barrack routine nnd the Wars be- 
tween civilized nations. 
Different, how- 


ever, Is it with tho life of the average 
American soldier who pusses most of his 
existence In far distant posts. 
Different 


it also Is with tho Englishman who serves 
In India or tlio Frenchman wliounters tho 
marines and finally with tho sailor sol- 
diers of hny nation. 


Tho American Soldier. 


Of oil tlio soldiers In tho world tho 


American has superior advantages. It la 
only duo to tho mystery that onshrincs his 
existence, tho deep rooted prejudice of a 
democratic people against soldiering as a 
profession and iho lack of knowledge that 
foreigners have of-the real position of tho 
American soldier that tbo recruiting offices 
of tills country aro not overrun with 
yovmg mon from all parts of the world 
anxious to enlist. 


Thcru are very likely, however, only few 


people in the United States who, reading 
tho newspapers, have uot oucn in awhile 
conio across an ariitlo referring to cruel- 
ties committed by officers mid noncommis- 
sioned officers ngainst soldiers in tho Ger- 
man army. 
Great an that army may bo 


coiisitluriiil by many, the three or four 
years Uio men have to servo in It aro a 
space .-^ time iu which each dny forms a 
link in a chain of continued hardship. 
Tho dally service extends to from 10 to 12 
hours, and as with regard to tho food suf- 
fice it to say that no American soldier 
would touch it. Not that it is unwhole- 
some, but it is BO coarse that only those 
who have been ui'cd to tho roughest kind 
of life aro able to conform to It. The 
bread Is as black ns coal and indigestible, 
tho soups meager, tlio coffee mere chicory 
water, and a roast forms the main luxury 
of n holiday. 


For pay tho German soldier rcoolvesonly 


a few cents n day, ancj with those ho has to 
buy brushes, shoo blacking and other 
small articles necessary for tlio cleaning of 
garments and arms. 
Tlio relations be- 


tween men and ofliccrs, if such a thing ex- 
ists at all, aro the sumo as thoEO between 
a fairly just dccpot and his eubjrct'. 
As 


for the overbearing nn-ogaiicc and harsh- 
ness with which noncommissioned officers 
treat their men, it will be remembered 
that they have often given causo for dis- 
cussion in the German parliament. Whilo 
I admit that such treatment is capable of 
establishing an iron discipline, itmustjiot 
bo forgotten tliat it also causes both bit- 
teruess and contempt iu tho hearts cf tho 
men. 


Tho FrcncU Soldier. 


In Franco, which day by day is becom- 


ing a democratic country, tbo common 
soldier is treated better. 
Tho army regu- 


lations, of cnurso,iu'o enforced, but without 
unnreossory severity, and while tho food 
is of superior- quality tho pay is as inade- 
quate as in Germany. No doubt a higher 
pay would bo given, but what European 
country can alTord • to pay soldiers propor- 
tionately rss long as standing armies of tho 
present size aro maintained? 


Tho greatest advantage perhaps which 


thu -French soldier eujoya among his ISuro- 
pean comrades is that, apart from his 
claret, the government supplies him witb 
tobacco. The hours of duty aro not too 
long, since all unnecessary sentries have 
been Etippi-csscd under the republic. The 
relations between thomen and theofficcrs 
arc about tlic.samc 'as in this country— 
that is to soy, while transgressions of au- 
thority from tho part of noncommissioned 
officers aro severely punished officers gen- 
erally enjoy not only t!:o esteem butofteu 
the devotion und affection of their men. 
In Kiiglaud tho soldier receives about the 
samo treatment at tho hands of his officer 
ns Iu Germany, .with the exception, per- 
haps, in the colonies, where men and olli- 
cers aro thrown closer together. Tbo Eng- 
lish government, which until juuuy usuu 
to brag about the truo nnd faithful devo- 
tion of "Tommy Atkins" to hisqueen,.has 
recently matlo some very queer experiences 
In tbo 6bn,po or mutinies among tho 
guards. The men invariably gave' as 
causes for tJicir discontent overwork and 
ill treatment.

dier's lot is not all bliss.

English regiments Is by no means cood, 
except In rases wbciti ihn latter is i-icii anil 
tht) colonel takes a special interest in 
kitchen affairs. The only advantage which 
the English soldier cnjos's over his Euro- 
pean comrades is that ho is better claO. 
i'ct at tho same time Iio docs not stand in 
this respect on an equal footing with the 
American. 
Tho puy an English private 


receives amounts to 2a cents per diem, or 
half as much ad this country payn. From 
thcso facts It can bo readily judged that a 
great number of men who enlist in Euro- 
pean urmips with the intention of making 
soldiering tlieli: vocation would certainly 
prefer to enter the United States army if 
they only knew of the advantages olVcrc'd 
to them in this country, lint let us briefly 
phis lii review tlie life tiint Unelo Sam's 
defenders load in nctlvu service.

This light oicu'cred on tho side of a
